Ignominious Failure- 

That the ao-ealled fee system hi\B 
proved in the hands of the present Ad- 
ministration an ignominious failure 
and a serious injury to the country has 
been repeatedly asserted in these 
' columns ; but it has been as often de- 
nied by the Government hack, — said 
hack contei}ding that the plan had 
worked admirably and, in fact, that at 
no period in the oountry'a history had 
the public affairs boon so econo- 
mically and oflicioiitly iidii'iiulstorcd. It 
vasiuvaiu tbut wo iustuncod cusgh and 
adduced ovidonuo to prove that the re- 
vorso was triio.tbat no saving bad been 
efl'octod, and that, so far from efficidncy 
having been attained, a great portion 
of tlie Province -was left absolutely 
destitute of authority and several im- 
portant cominuuities were in a con- 
dition not unfitly described by the 
word "anarchy." Our rejjrosenta- 
tions were pronounced false and 
onr motives malicious and niei'- 
conary by the well-paid organ 
of the (Tovernnient, and that, too, while 
compelled occasionally to admit into 
its own columns evidence of the 
truth of our contention. But 
the organ must have been placed 
in nu awkward position by the 
the admission made by the Attorney- 
General at Nanaimo, viz:, that "the 
fee system has proved a failure;" aiul it is 
likoly to bo placed iu a still more awk- 
ward jjosition by the abaiiiluiiment of the 
system, for it is now pretty well uuder- 
Btood that the Qoverumont will abandon 
it on the ground that it has had a fair 
trial and has proved a Iftilure. And yet 
•we are reminded of the absurdity of talk- 
ing about putting an Indiarubber man, an 
expert contortionist, in nn awUwnrd pre- 
dicament. Turning to the Bubject, wo 
will not be expected to coucedo that the 
admitted failure proves the defective- 
ness of the abstract principle and its iu- 
ndaptibility to the wants and ciroum- 
Btauces of a great part of British Colum- 
bia. "Wo coutend, and w« do so without 
fear of succe.'ial'ul contradiction, that its 
■failure is but the natural aud inevitable 
result of the bungling indiscretion with 
•which it was attempted to bo intro- 
duced, and against which the Ad- 
niiuistratiou were warned both in the 
Legislature and through the columns of 
this journal. But tliure is more involved 
in this failure than may at lir-^t si:.;ht ap- 
pear. This fee .system may bo regarded 
BS, to a great extent, constituting the 
policy of the Government. It will bo r« 
memberod that they announced it with 
their accustomed llourisli of trumpets as 
the means of cutting off some thirty ofH- 
cials and reducing the expense of the 
public service to the extent of thirty-six 
thousand dollars. 'Tistruo that, in the 
skillful handsof Mr.McCreight.tho boast- 
ed thirty thousand crumbled away; but, 
nevertheless, this constituted the princi- 
pal plank, sofo speak, in the basis of their 
policy. Take that away aud there was 
nothing left, save and except the fourth 
portfolio and the sixth Minister. The 
failure of the fee system may, therefore, 
bo justly regarded as the failure of the 
policy of the Administration; and, accord- 
ing to the well-understood theory of 
Kosponsible Crovernment, failure of the 
distinotivo juilicy as an Aduiini.stratiou 
involves failure" of the A luiinistrutiou 
itKolf. We are by no means solicitous 
to insist that the present AJuiiuistration 
shall be held strictly to this rule; for 
there are not wanting other grounds 
npon which their certain downfall 
mav safely bo prodi^iatoil ; but we 
inorely wish to point out that the fiiiluro 
BO flippantly confessed by the "poacliint'" 
Miniaterinvolves more serious conseciuen- 
oestothe Government than may appear 
to the cursory observer. It would, nidecd, 
be a fortunate circumstance f«r the 
country if tlio failure of the foe system 
wero the imly imliciitiou of inouinprtteiicy 
on the pHi't of the present Arlmiuistration. 
It is but one of a long ealalogiie ul' items 
which go to demunstr;d<! that the DuCJd.i- 
mos Ministry are a huge political fraud, 
without one redeeming feature to recom- 
mend them tu the mercy of the peoijle. 
Anyone who will take the tioublo to trace 
the course of the Premier sineo the day 
ho oast aside the slioopskin cover- 
ing with which ho hail ho long 
succeeded in imposing upon a fcv of the 
more credulous of the comnuu.ity and 
crossed over to the Treasury Benches will 
come to till! conclusion that he and his 
colleagues in olli('(; are well mated, and 
tlnil the people liavo nothing to expect at 
their hands but trickery and arrogance. 
It will not be nece.s.sary that wo should re- 
view th« long list of disgraceful meanness- 
«s and misdeoilsentillingthis self-styled 
'•People's Govoriunent" to bo regardinl as 
the subliincst political fraud of modern 
times— a standing insult ofl'cred to the in- 
telligenco of tlie country. Jn truth, no 
body over think.s of the so-eallod Minis- 
try without thinkingoftho 36ric.'^ of frauds 
and the politiciil indecencies by which 
alono they can liopo to be remembered in 
history.

[From the Loadon Uomlns Herald, Hot. 3d.] 
Tho old Scottish festival of Hollowe'n, 

the observance (jf which has gradually 
been failing into neglect in Scotland, es- 
pecially in the Lowland part of tho 
count ry, has of late years been revived 
on Di esidi! with all its jwculiar charac;- 
teristics, and this yearnnusnal preparation 
were made at Balmoral Castle to celebrate 
tho occasion.

I'lie two bodies hero jomeil.and all 
marched in tho din^ctioii of the castle, 
he ulod by llio Queen's jupers playing ap- 
propriate airs. Ou ari'iving at tho main 
entrance to tlie ct-^tlo, iler .Majesty 
alighted fi^on; her c:irriago, and, precoilod 
by the pip'.TS and follnwcd by the large 
body of torch-bearing tonuutry, walked up 
the west side of tho castle, Then tho jiro- 
cession descended tho broad staircase ou 
to the lawn at the northwest corner of the 
ca-itlo.
